1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, which includes claims 6-8 in Paper No. 
7 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1-5 are withdrawn from further consideration. Election was made without 
traverse in Paper No.7. 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application fded under the treaty defmed in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 



States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ogata et al. (U.S. 
Patent 5, 940364). 

Regarding claim 6, Ogata et al. shows a recording medium provided with a first track 
area (Fig. 14, 201) where one side wall is wobbled (Figs, la-lb. See also column 8, lines 30-32) 
and a second track area (Fig. 14, 202) where the other side wall at a non-wobbled side in the first

track is wobbled (Figs, la-lb. See also column 8, lines 30-32), further provided with an adjusting 
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area (Fig. 20, 21 1 or 212) showing a correspondence of a wobbling polarity to a track area 
(column 27, lines 40-60; column 21, lines 3-25; column 15, lines 59-63; column 3, lines 30-35). 

Regarding claim 7, Ogata et al. which shows the recording medium of claim 6, wherein 
different widths are given to the first track area and second track area in the adjusting area 
(column 15, lines 59-65; column 10, lines 42-45; column 15, lines 34-35; column 13, lines 55- 
59; Fig. 18). 

Regarding claim 8, Ogata et al. which shows the recording medium of Claim 6, wherein, 
in case that the recording medium is a disk (1), the adjusting area (Fig. 20, 21 1 or 212) is 
provided in at least one of innermost and outermost areas of the disk (column 27, lines 55-60; 
column 15, lines 59-63).
